CASINO ROYALE (12A) 

FORTY-FOUR years ago cinema 
fans stirred as a Bond babe 
stepped out of the sea in a skin- 
tight bathing suit. 

Now it’s happened again with another 
007 star following in Ursula Andress’s 
footsteps and rising from the waves in 
skimpy swimwear. 

But this time it’s the man himself – not a 
Bond beauty – who’s keeping the tradition 
alive. 

The hue and cry that erupted among Bond 
fans when it was announced that Daniel 
Craig had been cast to replace Pierce Brosnan 
as the cinema superspy made it seem that 007 
had finally had his chips. Wrong. 

Thanks to a succession of stunning action 
sequences, Craig and his squad of stunt 
doubles have revitalised 007’s licence to thrill. 

Bond was first portrayed as a thug in a 
dinner jacket by Sean Connery; then by 
George Lazenby (who?); as a tailor’s dummy 
with an eyebrow and a quip by Roger Moore; 
by charisma-lite Timothy Dalton, and, 
notably, by debonair Brosnan. 

In this gritty if largely humour-free movie 
of Ian Fleming’s first 007 novel, the familiar 
formula of smart quips and ingenious 
gadgets has been eliminated and Bond is 
depicted as hard but 
caring and, once again, as 


a thug in a dinner jacket. 6 
Except this time it’s the 
Bond girl – sexily played A 


by Eva Green – who buys 
007 the ultra-fashionable 
dinner jacket he needs to 
play against baddie Le 
Chiffre in the multi- 
million dollar poker game 
that is Ше thriller’s 
central sequence. 


Mission 
Writers Neal Purvis and 
Robert Wade make strik- 


ing amends for their 
soggy spy spoof Johnny 
English by taking Bond 
back to basics. 

They show him earning 
his “licensed to kill” status 
by disposing of a traitor in 
a fracas in a men’s loo. 

Then, having proved 
he’s a lethal weapon, 
Bond is assigned to take 
out Le Chiffre, whose 
business is funding global 
terrorists — a mission that 
takes him around the 
world and naturally puts 
him in danger. 

In a terrifying scene 
that’s guaranteed to make 
men squirm and their 
eyes water, Bond is 
stripped naked, tied to a 
chair where the seat has 
been removed and brutal- 
ly beaten about his 
unmentionables. 

But like all celluloid 
heroes, he has near-super- 
natural powers of recu- 
peration. 

He is later able to rise to 
the occasion with Green 
before bringing the house 
down in an action-packed 
climax in Venice. 

Now 007 is a callous

brute who kills without 
compunction and is 
creepily in touch with his 
sensitive side. 

When Green sobs in a 
shower after he kills a 
man, he holds her and his 
shirt soaks, revealing his 
pumped-up physique like 
a hunky male pin-up. 

Clearly no expense has 
been spared on stunt 
doubles and special 


effects to make tough-but-

tender Craig the spear- 
head of a new sexy and 
sadistic Bond and it’s 
paid off handsomely: 
Casino Royale will be a 
big hit. 

Action is still the name 
of the game starting with 
an adrenaline-surging 
foot race in Africa, 
followed by shoot-outs 
and fist fights. 

There’s an edge-of-the- 
seat four-wheeled chase 
in an out-of-control fuel 
tanker at an airport and 
any amount of assorted 
murder, mayhem and

gunplay in Madagascar, 
Miami and the Bahamas. 

And even better news — 
John Cleese, who was 
supremely irritating as 
the gadget boffin Q in the 
previous two Bond 
movies (in real life 007 
would have shot him on 
sight and the audience 
would have cheered) has 
been eliminated. 

Hit 

Comedy, once a Bond 
essential, has almost 
entirely vanished. 

It’s replaced by Craig’s 
humourless, hard-man act 
and а tough-as-nails 
approach to the exciting 
exploits of our most 
famous spy in a thriller 
that hits really hard and 
means it. 

(And here’s a thought — 
if all the stuntmen and 
special effects creators 
listed in the end credits 
were the only people to 
pay to see the film, it 
would still be a hit).

HAVE you ever watched a show and then been 
left wondering if you had really seen it, or if 
it was just stitched together in your dreams 
from a memory bank of a million also-rans? 
STRICTLY CONFIDENTIAL (ITV1) had that 
effect on me. It seemed to feature half the 
cast of Coronation Street transplanted to 
Leeds to act out a hybrid of Cold Feet, a cop 
show and a Carry-On film. Suranne Jones 
played Linda, a sex therapist married to a tat- 
tooed beefcake. She shared her practice with 
brother-in-law Greg (Tristan Gemmill), and- 
when not dispensing advice to troubled cou- 
ples, Linda was trying to persuade him to 
donate his sperm so she could have a baby. 
There was, in case you needed telling, some 
“history” between Greg and Linda - and if 
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you didn’t pick up that from the lingering 
looks, then there were plenty of lines so lame 
they could have been delivered on a stretcher. 

The makers of this bafflingly-bad produc- 
tion also turned Linda into a part-time cop, 
who regularly headed off on a motorbike to 
give advice to her lesbian detective pal. 


Insight 

“Tt appears to be autoerotic asphyxiation,” 
Linda said, after examining a naked female 
corpse with a noose around the neck. This, 
presumably, was the sort of insight that no 
forensic pathologist could have offered, 
which was why they had to draft in the local 
sex therapist. The police thing seemed to have 
been pulled out of a hat to make it all more 


exciting. But the sad thing was that there 
really could have been a good show here. 
Linda’s two sex cases might have been too 
graphic for some, but they were played with 
an honesty and decency lacking from the rest 
of the piece. For newlywed Tiffany (Nikki 
Sanderson), a dream honeymoon and a gor- 
geous groom could not compensate for her 
insecurities in the bedroom. But the problem 
lay not with her, but with her mum - who 
couldn’t bear to let her little girl grow up. 
There was darkness in the tale of Claudie 
(Stacey Roca), whose affairs wrecked every 
relationship — and led to her death. But the 
50 or so minutes surrounding these stories 
weren’t part of a programme or a dream. 
They were a TV nightmare.

Outgoing chief executive Philip 
Williamson, who will be replaced by 
finance director Graham Beale next 
year, said the rise in profit was driven 
by a 50% rise in net lending to £5.9bn. 

The company claims it has achieved 
a 10% market share. 


Williamson admitted the company 
was too cautious the previous year, 
when net lending totalled £6.3bn for 
the whole 12 months. 

But he said Nationwide is now bull- 
ish about the future, despite concerns 
that house price rises are peaking 
because customers cannot afford to 
borrow any more money. 

He said: “We are predicting house 
price inflation of 5% to 6% next year. 

“In reality, we are still operating in 
a low interest rate environment, and 
the fundamentals are still strong — 
demand is still outstripping supply.” 

He said the housing market is also 
being bolstered by the influx of 
immigrants from Eastern Europe, 
putting further upward pressure on 
demand. 

He added that Nationwide has “not 
ruled out” charging its 4m current 
account customers for a bank account 
in the wake of First Direct’s plans to 
charge customers.

I dialled up a new BMW 3 Series, 
in this case the alarmingly quick 
3351 Coupé. 

On paper it’s almost as fast as the 
lunatic МЗ, but it’s nearly 12 grand 
cheaper – there’s a good idea. 

It’s the first BMW since the 745i 
of the early 80s to come with a 
turbo. BMW were so opposed to 
the idea of some vast turbo 
suddenly cutting in to catapult you 
to oblivion, they dumped it. 

Now the 3 Series has got two. 
That’s right, the 335i comes with 
not опе, but two turbochargers – 
one for low revs and one for high.
